Being placed in this grade of Fellow 
puts Lathi in the most elite society for 
electnic and electronic engineers. There 
are more than 300,000 members world 
wide in the DEEE, and only one percent 
can be elected to this grade of Fellow 

“Lam very bappy to be recognized 
[have been writing books for the last 30 
years,” Lathi said 

Professor Suran from UC Davis 
nominated Lathi to be a part of the elit 
one percent of the world’s largest tech 
nology insutute 

‘He has set worldwide standards in 
the electrical engineenng field,” Suran 
said 

The fellow committee, which 1s 


composed of 25 members, evaluates 


the nominations according to “the 


unique contrbuuons of the candidate

Lathi has had seven books pub 
lished, all relating to electrical engi 
neering, electnical communications, 
signals and system processing.

‘Professor Lathi is without a doubt

Simes said Lathi deserves a fellow

CSU, Northridge: Back to school —finally 


LOS ANGELES (AP) 
Cal State Northndge 

But don’t let it fool you. It's going to take some time before scholastic life 
retums to normal on the sprawling campus, a mile from the epicenter of the Jan 
17 earthquake 

At least for now, there's no library, no permanent classrooms and a lack of 
basic educational tools such as chalkboards, projectors and computers 

Students retuming Monday for the start of the spring semester found 
themselves navigating around dozens of fenced-off buildings on the severely 
damaged campus to find their new classes in an improvised village of 400 
trailers 

“I had a math class and there was no blackboard so she (the professor) 
couldn't show us anything,” said Lisa Lemmerman, a business markeung 
major 

Trailers for Lemmerman’s four other classes Monday had yet to be set up 
“Everyone was just standing around not knowing what to do,” she said 

“IT found one class, but by the time I found it, the professor left,” added 
student Tracy Bozeman 

Sull, school officials deserve credit for pulling off a major coup by 
beginning the spring semester Monday, just two weeks after its scheduled

But Brown pulled off the one trick 
the naysayers least anticipated. Ob- 
servers of all ideological stripes credit 
him with presiding over not only a 
bipartisan discussion of the matters 
plaguing Cahifomia’s economic cli 
mate, but also the legislative follow-up 
which targeted the impression that 
Cahfornia had become a hostile place 
to run a business 

Hardly the liberal whine festival that 
cniucs had foretold. Say what you will 
thout Wille Brown (some of it might 
even be true), but the man gets things 
Jone with the motvation in plain 
View 

With that as a precursor, the Educa 
von Summitheld Tuesday and Wednes 
day in San Francisco had all the trap- 
pings of a worthy sequel. The array of 
panelists (from noted scholars and 
school administrators to those on the 
tront lines, the teachers and students 
themselves) showed quite clearly that 
there 1s much disagreement on what 
ails California's public schools system 
and what steps must be taken to correct 
those shortcomings 

In the end, of course, the Education 
Summuat will be judged by what results 
it produces, In comparison to the Eco- 
homic Surmimit, it has both a tough act 
to follow and a mode} for success 

The Education Summit was not 
without its glitches, however. Viewers 
of the California Channel's gavel-to- 
gavel coverage no doubt noticed that 
the lights in the St. Francis Hotel audi- 
tonum went out in the middle of Gov 
Pete Wilson's speech, leaving the gov 
ermor to complete the last eight minutes 
or 0 of his remarks eerily backlit by the 
giant video monitors located on oppo- 
site sides of the podium 

Wilson rehashed themes from his 
Inaugural Address of three years ago, 
when he talked of taking a nurturing 
approach to the problems facing young 
people in this state, emphasizing pre 
venuon of the grimmer aspects of our 
society which all-too-increasing ly stand 
in the way of quality education 

While there is no truth to tacky 











speculation that the blackout was in- 
tenuonal, it wasn't hard to grasp the 
irony Of Pete Wilson being in the dark 
While he may talk the talk of preven- 
tion, the walk 1s purely puniuve 

Which brings us to our example of 
Summit Strategy No. 2, on display 
during last week's Crime Summit 
hosted by the governor himselt 

It's no small coincidence that the 
Cnme Summit (or “Victims on Pa 
rade,” as it came to be known in some 
circles) was held in Hollywood. Punc- 
tuated throughout by tear-jerking testi- 
monials from families and fnends of 
homicide vicums, the gathering was 
masterfully staged for maximum vi 
sual and emouional appeal. Even some 
of the participants themselves voiced 
disgust at being so blantantly used as 
props. Against that backdrop, discus 
sion was dominated by the call for 
stiffer sentencing guidelines and 
stepped-up prison construction 

Does it seem odd that a forum on 
crime hosted by a governor who spouts 
themes of prevenuon was almost to 
tally devoid of discussion in that re 
gard’ Say what you will about rehabili- 
tauon, about early childhood guidance 
and youth programs, about (deep breath, 
now) gun contol. You sull can’t deny 
that these are valid points for consider 
auion in any discussion of crime 

Clearly, however, these were un- 
welcome nouons during what 
amounted to a pep rally for the “Three 
Strikes and You're Out” mob and, as it 
was widely described, atwo-day photo- 
op for the governor 

Was the Crime Summit a success? 


That depends on what you yiew.as its. 


purpose 

There is a set of standards by which 
to make that determination, standards 
far different from those which will be 
used to judge the Education Summit 
This is, after all, an election year. And 
while Willie Brown must simply go 
through the formality of being re 
anointed to his position in the Assem 
bly, Pete Wilson has one serious dog 
fight on has hands to keep from being 
Shipped back to San Diego and into 
political oblivion 

Atleast in Wilson’ s case, the results 
will be easily tabulated

This is different, though, 
ASI’s officers have incurred a signifi- 
cant and tangible workload increase. 
They are working more hours, taking 
fewer classes and reaping fewer rewards 
than they expected when they ran for 
their unenviable positions. 

The problem with ASI’s executive 
salaries is immediate and calls for im- 
mediate solutions. 

A long-term system for reviewing the 
salaries is commendable, but Kim, 
Murray and Frentzel-Beyme deserve 
more.
